Satisfaction can not but be general 
— except of course on the part of those 
indicted— at the results of the work 
of the grand jury. 
Its report, as pub­ 
lished Sunday morning1, as well as the 
number of true bills 
found, 
demon- 
states that the members, in the week 
in which they were 
sitting 
made a 
thorough investigation into conditions 
prevailing in the community and at 
the same time 
patiently 
sifted evi­ 
dences in many individual cases of al­ 
leged law infractions. Thirteen indict­ 
ments were returned and in this there 
is cause for satisfaction, showing as it 
does that the 
men 
engaged 
in the 
work did not hesitate to do their full 
duty when convinced by evidence as 
to what that duty was. 
It would be a very hard matter to 
assemble a body of twelve men with 
as widely diverging opinions on near­ 
ly every question of public interest or 
individual conduct as composed this 
body. 
All shades of political opinion 
were represented as well as very many 
religious sects and there were extrem­ 
ists on pretty nearly 
every 
question 
that could arise and yet, putting aside 
personal questions they reached uu- 
am irTity of opinions that clearly dem­ 
onstrated their high conception of the 
obligations that rested upon them in 
the capacity in which they were act­ 
ing. 
It is not possible to know the exact 
vote by which 
the

found, but we do know that a majori­
